1. Description. — The score book con- 
sists of four sections. The first section 
explains the importance of personal 
firing records and the description, pur- 
pose, and use of this book. The second 
contains rules and tables which assist 
the firer during range practice to make 



proper allowances and adjustments for 
weather conditions. The third section 
contains the plates describing the tar- 
gets used. The fourth section contains 
the blank score sheets for the actual 
records. 
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2. Importance of firing records. — 
When the soldier has completed the 
preparatory exercises and is able to 
pass an examination, as outlined in 
" Rifle Marksmanship," he is ready for 
range practice with service ammuni- 
tion. Such practice includes the slow 
and rapid fire practice at different 
ranges. The results of firing are in- 
fluenced greatly, not only by the man- 
ner in which the soldier aims, holds the 
rifle, and squeezes the trigger, but also 
by existing weather conditions. In 
order to improve his score he must con- 
stantly study the effect of these condi- 
tions in addition to improving his aim- 
ing, holding, and squeezing. It is im- 
possible to remember the results and 
conditions of firing for more than one 
or two shots at a time. Therefore, if 
the soldier is to make the most of his 



instruction with the rifle, it is necessary 
for him to keep a personal record of the 
results and conditions of his firing 
throughout the period of range prac- 
tice. 

3. Purpose of score book. — The score 
book is prepared in such form that at 
any range and in any class of firing, the 
soldier can turn to the proper part of 
the book and find complete information 
as to the manner of recording the re- 
sults and conditions of his fire. If he 
later desires to refer back to this firing 
he will find it recorded in the most con- 
venient manner for study. 

4. Disposition. — Prior to the target 
season the soldier is issued one of these 
books, which he should look upon as 
his personal guide. The progress that 
he makes is dependent only upon his 
improvement in the mechanics of firing 
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and his increased knowledge of weather 
conditions. This book is his record for 
watching his own progress. 

5. Use. — The soldier shall have this 
book with him at all times during range 
practice and adhere to the following 
rules: 

a. Before going to the firing point 
at any range he refers to the model tar- 
get for that range. If desired, he can 
copy on the blank sheet, upon which 
he is going to record his score, the 
windage and elevation lines shown on 
the model target so as to help fix the 
effect of sight changes in his mind. 

6. Before firing the first shot he re- 
cords the number of his rifle, the place, 
the date and hour, the range, the kind 
of light, the force and direction of the 
wind, the make and date of ammuni- 
tion, and the zero of his rifle, if known. 



c. He sets the sight for the first shot, 
using the wind table as a guide in 
deciding on the windage to take. He 
then records the elevation and windage. 

d. After each shot he places a dot 
in the column headed "Call," in order 
to indicate where he thinks the shot 
has hit — in the bulls-eye, high, low, 
right, or left. 

e. When the shot is marked, the 
place where it struck is indicated on 
the recording target by writing down 
the number of the shot, thus: The first 
is marked with a figure " 1/' the second 
with a figure "2," and so on. The 
important thing is to plot the shot 
group. The score for each shot can be 
entered at the completion of the en- 
tire string. 

/. If necessary to change windage 



or elevation on his

shall refer to the windage and elevation 
line3 in his score book to see how much 
the change should be. After making 
the change he shall always examine his 
sight to insure accuracy in its adjust- 
ment. 

g. The soldier shall plot all of the 
shots and do all of the writing in the 
score book himself. The coach shall 
not do this for him. 

h. After the soldier has established 
a correct sight setting at all ranges, he 
shall fill out the rifle recording sheet, 
which will then be a complete and con- 
venient record of his rifle. 

The following are examples of the 
proper use of the score book. The pro- 
cedure is illustrated on the sample score 
sheet. 

The soldier is supposed to be firing 
at 500 yards slow fire. Before going 



to the firing point he has made the 
entries in his book as enumerated in 
paragraph 56. Upon reaching the fir- 
ing point, he assumes the correct posi- 
tion for firing and places his score book 
,and pencil near his right hand, where 
he can easily use them without moving 
about. He looks to see that the weather 
conditions, particularly the wind, have 
not changed since he recorded them. 
He has never before fired this rifle at 
500 yards. Therefore, he has set his 
sight at "500" and so recorded the 
elevation. He estimates the wind at 
5 miles per hour from 3 o'clock. Re- 
ferring to the table of wind allowances, 
he sees that such a wind will require a 
correction of i point. In the column 
headed "W. G." he records "f-R," 
meaning \ point right. In the column 
headed "Wind," he places under the

subdivision "V" the figure "5," and 
under the subdivision "D" the figure 
" 3." This record indicates the velocity 
of the wind as 5 miles per hour and 
direction as 3 o'clock. He loads his 
rifle and is ready for the first shot. 
He squeezes the trigger in such a way 
that he does not know when the rifle 
is going to be discharged. Consequently 
his eye is on the target at the moment 
of discharge and he is able to "call" 
his shot. If he calls the shot a "bull/' 
he places a dot in the center of the 
small bull in the "call" column. If he 
believes that the shot struck other than 
center, he places the dot to correspond. 
In this case we will say that he calls his 
shot a "bull" and so records it. He 
now waits until the target is marked. 
In this case he is marked a " 3 " at 7.30 
o'clock. With his pencil the soldier 



places a small figure "1" correspond- 
ingly on the recording target. He now 
refers to the corrections on the left- 
hand side and top of the target. From 
these he estimates that the sight should 
be raised 50 yards in elevation and 
moved i point to the right. He also 
notices that the wind has increased to 
about 8 miles per hour and decides that 
he should allow another i point right 
for the wind. Therefore, a total change 
of 1 point right windage becomes neces- 
sary. The sight is already set i point 
right. Consequently, after making the 
required changes, the sight setting reads : 
"Elevation 550, windage 1J right." 
After entering the above changes in his 
book he fires his second shot. He be- 
lieves that it struck low and places the 
dot in the "call" column accordingly. 
The shot is marked a "4" just outside 
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of the bull at 6 o'clock. The windage 
is shown to be correct and, as he be- 
lieved that the shot would be low, he 
makes no change but fires his third shot 
with the same sight setting. He calls 
it a center bull, which it is. He calls 
the fourth at 3 o'clock and the fifth at 
6 o'clock. In each case he is marked a 
"4' 7 corresponding in position to his 
call, so he makes no corrections. He 
notices, however, that his fifth has 
struck to the right as well as being low. 
In searching for a cause he sees that 
the wind has dropped to about 4 miles 
per hour. Before firing his sixth shot 
he takes off } point of windage and 
makes the corresponding notations in 
his book. His sixth and seventh shots 
are bull's-eyes and correspond to the 
call. He flinches on his eighth shot 
and is unable to call it. Consequently 



he puts a question mark in the call 
space and writes " Flinched" in the 
remarks. He has no trouble with his 
last two shots. He now totals his 
score and marks the result down in the 
space provided. He decides that the 
correct elevation for the entire score 
should have been "550," so he writes 
"550" in the space headed "Correct 
elevation." He now estimates that the 
wind was i point. He was using 1 
point. Therefore, the zero of his rifle 
is i point right. He places this nota- 
tion after " Zero windage." 

6. Rapid fire. — Prior to taking his 
place at the firing point the soldier has 
selected a blank rapid-fire recording 
sheet and made the entries as enumer- 
ated in paragraph 56. Upon reaching 
the firing point he so places the book 
that he can recover it quickly after he 
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has completed his score and before the 
target is marked. As the target is 
marked he counts the number of 
"fives/ "fours," "threes," "twos," 
and misses as they are indicated and 
marks the number of each in the first 
blank column of the recording sheet. 



He then plots the shot group by placing 
dots on the recording target to corre- 
spond with the qpotters on main target. 
He then extends the totals in the second 
blank column and adds the score. He 
places under "Remarks" any notations 
he desires to make.

7. Elevation. — a. Rule. — Changing 
the elevation 100 yards at any range 
will give a change on the target in 
inches equal to the square of the range 
(expressed in hundreds of yards). 

Example: At 200 yards, changing the 
elevation 100 yards makes 4 inches 
change on the target; at 300 yards, 9 
inches, etc.

b. Quarter point wind rule. — The 
range (expressed in hundreds of yards), 
multiplied by the velocity of the wind 
and divided by 10, equals the number 
of quarter points to allow for a 3 
o'clock or a 9 o'clock wind. 

Example: At 500 yards the wind is 
blowing 8 miles per hour at 3 o'clock. 
5x8 

1Q =4 quarter points or 1 point of 

windage. The sight should have 1 
point of right windage for the first shot.
